The Virgin Birt

“Therefore the Lord himself shall give you a sign: Be- 
hold, a virgin shall conceive, and bear a son, and shall call 
his name Immanuel.”’—Isa. 7:14. 


“A virgin shall conceive and 
bear .a son’! So simply stated is 
the miracle fact. The Saviour we 
honor at Christmas time was the 
virgin-born Son of God. 


Two facts in one are Stated 
here. Mary, the mother of Christ, 
was a virgin when she conceived; 
she was equally a virgin when the 
Child was born. Words coyld not 
be plainer nor more positive. The 
Child that was born to Mary had 
no human father. That was by a 
miracle, the only one of its kind 
in history or human experience, 
the only one recorded in the Bi- 
ble, the virgin birth of Christ. 
Here was a fact of such import- 
ance that it was foretold hundreds 
of years before the Saviour was 
born. God would have it under- 
stood that His Son would be the 
very Son of God, a miracle-born 
Man who should be literally the 
Mighty God. 

The New Testament has the 
same clear testimony in words 
that cannot be misunderstood. 


When the Angel Gabriel came to 
Mary to announce the coming 


conception and birth of the Sav- 
iour, he said: 


“Fear not, Mary, for thou hast 
found favour with God. And, be- 
hold, thou shalt conceive in thy 
womb, and bring forth a son, and 
shalt call his name JESUS. He 
shall be great, and shall be called 
the Son of the Highest: and the 
Lord God shall give unto him the 
throne of his father David: And 
he shall reign over the house of 
Jacob for ever; and of his king- 
dom there shall be no end. Then 
said Mary unto the angel, How 
shall this be, seeing I know not 
a man? And the angel answered 
and said unto her, The Holy Ghost 
shall come wupon thee, and the 
power of the Highest shall over- 
shadow thee: therefore also that 
holy thing which shall be born 
of thee shall be called the Son of 
God” (Luke 1:30-35).

The Man on the White Horse 


CHAPTER 8 


ven opened, and behold a white 
sat upon him was called Faith-

of man be. For wheresoever the 


carcass is, there will the eagles be gathered to- 
gether. Immediately after the tribulation of those 
days shall the sun be darkened, and the moon shall 
not give her light, and the stars shall fall from 
heaven, and the powers of the heavens shall be 
shaken: And then shall appear the sign of the Son 


of man in heaven: 
the earth mourn, 


and then shall all the tribes of 
and they shall see the Son of 


man coming in the clouds of heaven with power 
and great glory. And he shall send his angels with 


a great sound of a 


trumpet, and they shall gather 


together his elect from the four winds, from one 
end of heaven to the other.’—Matt. 24:27-31. 


In other messages we have 
pointed out that the coming of 
Christ is in two stages. He first 
comes for the saints, and then He 
comes with the saints. 


We have discussed the rapture, 
the judgment seat of Christ, the 
Great Tribulation, the Antichrist, 
and other subjects. We now come 
to consider the second stage of 
His coming. This occurs after the 
judgment seat of Christ, and after 
the marriage supper of the Lamb. 

In Revelation 19:7-9, we have 
the marriage supper of the Lamb: 


“Let us be glad and rejoice, and 


give honor to him: for the mar- 
riage of the Lamb is come, and 
his wife hath made herself ready. 
And to her was granted that she 
should be arrayed in fine linen, 
clean and white: for the fine linen 
is the righteousness of saints. And 
he saith unto me, Write, Blessed 
are they which are called unto 
the marriage supper of the Lamb. 
And he saith unto me, These are 
the true sayings of God.” 


In verse 7% we notice these 
words, “And his wife hath made 
herself ready.” The Lamb’s wife 
here is the bride, the church. We 
must notice that she was arrayed 
in “fine Jinen, clean and white: for 
the fine linen is the righteousness 
of saints.” 

Now, following this happy scene 
in Heaven, we come to the study 
of the Man on the white horse. 
This is the coming of Christ with 
His saints. We will notice that He 
comes from Heaven and that He 
rides upon a white horse, which 
symbolizes victory, peace, and 
purity. 

There are three things I want 
you to see about this white horse 
rider. 


I. His Description . 

In Revelation 1, we nave a stir- 
ring description of Christ as He 
walked in the midst of the seven 
golden candlesticks. Now, here we 
have another wonderful picture of 
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our Saviour as He comes to judge 
and make war. 

“His eyes were as a flame of 

fire.” No one can escape the eyes 
of Christ. He sees all and His eyes 
are quick to detect sin. 
“On his head were many 
crowns.” This proclaims His au- 
thority over all the kingdoms of 
the earth. The misrule of the 
earth is to enc when Christ be- 
gins to reign as King of kings 
and Lord of lords. 

May we notice also His four 

names. First, “Faithful and True.” 
As He sat upon the horse, this 
was His name. This name re- 
minds us of His earthly life—He 
was faithful to the will of God 
and true in every act. 
* Second, He had an unknown 
name, “And he had a name writ- 
ten, that no man knew, but he 
himself.’ The name was written, 
but no one knew it but He Him- 
self. There is nothing more to say 
about this. 

Third, “and his name is called 
The Word of God.” We read in 
John .1:1, 2, “In the beginning 
was the Word, and the Word was 
with God, and the Word was God. 
The same was in the beginning 
with God.” Christ was with the 
Father in the creation of the 
world. The Word was as yet un- 
spoken, but when Christ came into 
the world, God spoke in Him, 

Fourth, His name’ was King of 
kings and Lord of lords. This is 
His official title, and it belongs 
to Him as Son of man, the rightful 
heir of all things. When Jesus 
came to earth the first time, they 
would not receive Him, and they 
crowned Him with a crown of 
thorns. They gave Him a cross 
instead of a throne. But God will 
soon speak from Heaven and Je- 
sus will come, and the Saviour 
will be the King of kings and the 
Lord of lords upon this earth. 


Considering still further,His de- 
scription, we find a word about 
His vesture. In verse 13 we read, 
“And he was clothed with a ves- 
ture dipped in blood.”’ Surely this 
is a picture of the blood which 
was shed for our redemption. As 
He comes to the battle of Arma- 
geddon His garments will be red- 
dened with the blood of His ene- 
mies, but here His red garments 
speak of His sacrifice in behalf of 
sinners. This Bible is a_ bloody 
book. Our religion is a bloody re- 
ligion. “And without the shedding 
of blood is no remission.” 


Il. His-Armies 


“And the armies which were in 
heaven followed him upon white 
horses, clothed in fine linen, white 
and clean.’’—vs. 14. 


This army which follows the 
Saviour as He leaves Heaven is 
made up of all the saints. All of 
these now come forth with our 
Saviour, riding upon white horses 
and dressed in white and clean 
linen. 

The armies do not have any 
weapons. The armies follow Him 
who is upon the white horse. The 
armies are dressed in white sym- 
bolizing righteousness. If you are 
a child of God, you will be in the 
army of the Lord when He comes 
at the revelation. 


Ill. His Purpose 


In Revelation 19:11 we 
“And in righteousness 
judge and make war.” 


In verse 15 we read, “And out 
of his mouth goeth a sharp sword, 
that with it he should smite the 
nations: and he shall rule them 
with a rod of iron: and he tread- 
eth the winepress of the fierceness 
and wrath of Almighty God.” 

Our Christ is coming in power 
and great glory to make war 
against the beast, the false pro- 
phet, and the kingdoms of the 
earth. He does not come now as 
the lowly Nazarene, but He comes 
to tread the winepress of the 
fierceness and wrath of Almighty 
God. 


Christ is coming to smite the 
nations with the sword. The sword 
goes out of His mouth, which in- 
dicates that it is the Word of 
God. Therefore, by the very Word 
of Christ Himself, the nations will 
be put down, and victory will 
come. The* eternal Word will be 
an offensive weapon. Christ is 
coming to rule with a rod of iron. 
This is an altogether different pic- 
ture from that of Christ who was 
born in a manger and rejected by 
His own people.

Two missionaries of the Mor- 


mon church have visited this good man’s home, and told 
him how Joseph Smith was supposed to have had a vision; 
an angel, Moroni, had revealed to him where some golden 
plates were hidden; he was given some spectacles enabling 
him to miraculously read these golden plates, and to trans- 
late them into what is now the Book of Mormon! Joseph 
Smith found very convenient “revelations” that he should 
marry an extra wife or-two, and from time to time declared 
that he had word direct from God, which all men were bound 


to heed. 


In answer to our friend’s question, we share with 
SWORD readers the editor’s answer. 


Dear Brother W.: 


Thank you for your letter, and 
for the Mormon booklet which 
you enclosed, Which Church is 
Right? 

I am glad to answer your ques- 
tions about the Mormon church 
and the booklet, the best I can, 
and I trust God will use the in- 
formation. The so-called “Church 
of Latter-day Saints” was found- 
ed by Joseph Smith, a notorious 
loafer and storyteller. He pre- 
tended that he had been selected 
to receive a revelation from God; 
that some golden plates were 
found giving the story of how 
some Israelites came to America 
before Columbus, having a new 
supposed revelation from God. He 
said that an angel revealed to 
him these golden plates upon 
which the story was written in 
“reformed Egyptian” language. 
Actually, it has been proven that 
he got the story from the manu- 
script of a novel, which he largely 
copied. 

Later, he himself led an adul- 
terous life and then declared that 
he had received a revelation from 
God, that men should have more 
wives than one. 


The claim of the Mormon 
church to be a restoration of New 
Testament Christianity is utterly 
false. There are many evidences 
that this is true. 

1. The Book of Mormon is it- 
self a proof of the falsity of their 
claim. In Revelation 22:18, we are 
plainly warned that there should 
be no added revelation of God to 
the present canon of Scripture, 
“For I testify unto every man 
that heareth the words of the pro- 
phecy of this book, If any man 
shall add unto these things, God 
shall add unto him the plagues 
that are written’in this book.” 

The Bible clearly and express- 
ly teaches that the canon of Scrip- 
ture closed with the book of Reve- 
lation. So any religion which has 
any source of teaching which is 
regarded as a revelation from 
God like the Bible or alongside the 
Bible, therefore brands itself to be 
a false religion. So with Christian 
Science and the writings of Mrs. 
Mary Baker Eddv. Her writings 
misinterpret the Bible and make a 
false basis for the Christian Sci- 
ence religion. So it is also with 
British Israelism; the great pvra- 
mid is counted as inspired and as 
a source of divine revelation. So 


et 


it is with Seventh-Day Adventism 
which regards the writings of Mrs, 
Ellen White as inspired and au- 
thoritative. So it is with the Ro- 
man Catholic church which regards 
the official decisions of popes and 
councils, and the traditions of the 
church as authoritative as well as 
the Bible. Any religion is a false 
religion, a false cult, which claims 
any basi&$ of authority besides the 
Bible itself. So Mormonism brands 
itself. 


2. But in doctrine the Mormon 
church shows itself obviously un- 
christian. It demands baptism for 
salvation, and good works for sal- 
vation. It knows nothing about 
the new birth. It counts Adam a 
god, and says that other people 
get to be gods. Its doctrine that 
men, especially elders in the 
churches, should have as many 
Wives as possible, goes against the 
express declaration of the Bible 
that the bishop “should be the 
husband of one wife.” The United 
States government compelled the 
Mormon church to quit the open 
practice of polygamy, but it is still 
taught as a divine revelation re- 
ceived by Joseph Smith and by 
other leaders since his time. ~~ 

3. The practice of the church is 
unscriptural. And their conception 
of Christianity is utterly wrong 
and contrary to the Bible. 

For example, prophets were not 
“officers of the church.” ‘The 
pamphlet you sent, Which Church 
is Right? says that the Mormon 
church “possesses the _ divine 
priesthood of God.” But there is 
no human priesthood now, as an 
official church matter. Jesus 
Christ is our high priest. All 
Christians are kings and priests 
in the sense that we can pray for 
each other, but we need no hu- 
man priest and need no sacrifices. 
Jesus Christ paid man’s debt of 
Sin once and for all. 

That booklet -claims that the 
Mormon church “is headed by pro- 
phets and apostles as was the 
ehurch in the days of Peter and 
Paul.” That simply is not true. 
The apostles in the New ‘Testa- 
ment were not elected by men and 
they were not officers in the 
church in the sense that the so- 
called apostles of the Mormon 
church are officers in that denom- 
ination. 

The truth is that the Mormon

Second, we will shang in His 
victories, but we do not fight. 
It seems that we are nothing more 
than spectators as the Lord smites 
the nations with the sharp sword. 


Third, we need to live now as 
we are going to appear with Him. 
We will follow Him upon white 
horses and we will be dressed in 
fine linen, white and clean. Our 
lives need to be clean and pure 
now. We must live in a dirty, sin- 
ful world, but our hearts and lives 
can be clean by the cleansing 
blood.

They are 
moved by emotions, though mainly 
noble and laudable ones—horror

will unquestionably find that’ the 
statistics, not their own beliefs.

“The opponents of. the death 
penalty have so far had their way 
in Britain, but the death penalty 
is still imposed. Phe difference 
is that it is imposed not by a 
judge’s decision on the guilty, but 
by a murderer’s“on the innocent. 

“We hope that Britain’s deadly 
experiment in humaneness will 
not have to be repeated here.”

Liked Billy 
Sunday’s 
Booze Sermon 


A good friend, Edwin L. Leh- 
man, of Camden, New Jersey, 
writes us most kindly as follows: 


*Dear Doctor: 


“The Billy Sunday booze ser- 
mon in this week’s SWORD was 
read with keen interest. 


“When Sunday was in Philadel- 
phia in 1914, I was in his 2,000 
voice choir every weekday, ex- 
cept Monday, and twice on Sun- 
day. He preached two hours, not 
the twenty minutes that is in 
vogue today. He had no mike to 
ease his throat. He lost ten pounds 
each sermon, not the whole cam- 
paign. The audience of 18,000, 
many standing, would have stayed 
longer than the two hours. He had 
no advertising agency. 

“In ten weeks in New York he 
converted 98,000 souls from very 
much less population and poorer 
transportation. Homer Rodeheav- 
er and the choir had no amplify- 
ing apparatus, but he had no trou- 
ble getting the choir and the last 
eight rows in the audience to sing 
a song. Some of the favorites then 
were “Brighten the Corner Where 
You Are” and “If Your Heart 
Keeps Right.” The only rehearsal 
the choir had was the half-hour 
preservice song service.

The Greatest Loss—Your

But what is all this 
loss of wealth-to the loss of the 
soul? You pity the men who once 
occupied a great position in the 
world and who are now reduced 
to beggary—your heart goes out 
to those unfortunate men. But 
what is the loss of position in 
comparison to the loss of the soul? 
If a man loses wealth, character, 
reputation in the world, he may 
gain it again; but oh, friends, if 
he loses his soul he can never 
regain it. You pity those who have 
lost their children. You have, per- 
hans, been called to a funeral 
today where the father and moth- 
er have been laying away their 
little. child. You pity them; it is 
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a terrible loss. But what is that 
loss in comparison to the loss 
of the soul? A little child born 
and taken into the loving bosom 
of Jesus is far better off than to 
have been reared and run the risk 
of losing its soul. 


I was in an infirmary not long 
since, and a mother brought a lit- 
tle child in. She said, 


“Doctor, my little child’s eyes 
have not been opened for several 
days, and I.would just like you 
to do something for them.” The 
doctor got some ointment and 
put it first on one and then on the 
other, and just pulled them open. 


“Your child is blind,” said the 
doctor; “perfectly blind; he wil! 
never see again.” 


The further a man goes in 
lust and iniquity the more 
dead he becomes to purity and 
holiness; he loses the power to 
appreciate the beauties of vir- 
tue or to be disgusted with 
the abominations of vice.—

At first the mother couldn't 
take it in, but after a little she 
cast an appealing look upon that 
physician, and in a voice full of 
emotion, said, 

“Doctor, you don’t mean to say 
that my child will never see 
again?” 

“Yes,” replied the doctor, “your 
child has Jost his sight, and he 
will ‘never see again.” And that 
mother just gave a scream, and 
drew that child to her bosom. 

“Oh, my darling child,” sobbed 
the woman, “are you never to see 
the mother that gave you birth? 
never to see the world again?” 


I could not keep back the tears 
when I saw the terrible agony 
of that woman when she realized 
the misfortune that had come up- 
on her child. That was a terrible 
calamity, to grope in total dark- 
ness through the world; never to 
look upon the bright sky, the 
green fields; never to see the faces 
of loved ones; but what was it in 
comparison to the loss of a soul? 
I would rather have my eyes 
plucked out of my head, and go 
down to my grave in total blind- 
ness, than lose my soul. 


In my native town, one after- 
noon a man went out to see to 
his stock. Seven o'clock came and 
he did not return; eight o'clock 
came and there was no sign. of 
him: nine o’clock came and still 
he did not come. It was a dark 
night, and the news _— spread 
through the streets that the dea- 
con must have been killed. When 
the news was flashed around they 
did not fold their arms and say 
they would wait till daylight and 
start out and seek for him; but 
the old and the young men sad- 
died their horses instantly, and 
lighted their torches, and went 
forth into the darkness to find 
the lost one. Thev found him in 
the pasture, killed, and brought 
him into the little village, and I 
never saw a community so ex- 
cited and so grieved. But what 
was that-—-the cutting from a 
man’s life of say twentv years— 
to the loss of a soul? The whole 
village mourned over the deacon’s 
deathR. 


A drunkard may go on through 
life in his mad career and go down 
to the grave, and no one will weep 
for him. His life is one Jong day 
of misery. None care for him 
while living, and none notice his 
ending. He came to save that 
soul: He stooped from the throne 
of glory to the manger to bring 
that lost soul back again. Oh, 
that vou could realize what a 
lost sOnl is. He wants you to take 
the title of lost sinner. That’s 
what He wants vou to do. “He 
came to seek and to save that 
which was lost;” and if a man will 
only know he is a sinner, and cry 
from the denths of his heart, the 
Lord will come right to where you 
are. 


Will You Admit Yon Are 
a Last Sinner? 

Mr. Needham told me, this aft- 
ernoon, a little incident that hap- 
nened to himself and wife while 
in Massachusetts. While at Essex, 
in that State, someone told him 


that if they went up to a point 
on a mountain they would get a 
view of the country for twenty 
miles around. They went up to 
the rock, and came down, and 
started for home. They got out of 
their path, but they treated this 
lightly—thought it was a good joke, 
and went on laughing. I suppose 
if anyone had come and warned 
them of danger they would not 
have heeded the warning. But 
they went -on, and six o'clock 
came, and at last darkness settled 
down upon them, and there they 
were in the wilderness, and they 
found they had lost their road 
altogether. For some time they 
groped their way through the 
woods, the darkness growing deep- 
er and deeper, but only found 
themselves more and more be- 
wildered. At last he got to the 
top of a tree and shouted, “Lost! 
lost!” and his cry of distress 
reached the villagers, who came 
out with their lanterns and torch- 
es and rescued them. 


Oh, that some poor soul will fee] 
that he has wandered out of the 
true pathway and will cry, “Lost! 
lost!” and the Lerd Jesus will hear 
you and come right down to where 
you sit. He is looking for you, 
and if there is one here who has 
gotten into the wilderness, but let 
Him hear your cry and He will 
find you. He came to this earth 
expressly to rescue you. Is there 
a poor drunkard here tonight who 
wants to come? He can save a 
drunkard just as easy as I can 
turn my hand. He can turn that 
cup of liquor from you as easy 
as you turn to it now. Is there a 
poor libertine here tonight who 
wants to curb his evil passions? 
He can save you. Oh, may the 
Son of man find some poor victim 
here tonight, and there will be joy 
in Heaven over that poor wander- 
er who shall come home, 


I remember while in a town 
East at the time of the lioss of 
the Atlantic on the banks of New- 
foundiand there was a_ business- 
man in the town who was reported 
lost. His store was closed, and all 
his friends mourned him as among 
those who went down on that 
vessel. But a telegram was re- 
ceived from him by his partner 
with the word “Saved,” and that 
partner was filled with toy. The 
store was opened and the tele- 
gram was framed, and if you go 
into that store today you will see 
that little bit of paper hanging 
on the wall, with the word 
“Saved” upon it. Let the news go 
over the wires to Heaven tonight 
from you. Let the word “Saved” 
go from every one of you, and 
there will be jov in Heaven. You 
can be saved—the Son of man 
wants to save vou: it will refresh 
the heart of the Son of God. to- 
night. He wants to save every 
soul within these walls—everyone 
who is willing to be saved. 


There was among those who 
came to our meetings in New 
York a man who used to come 
every night, and he. never seemed 
to get any light—never seemed to 
come any nearer God. I almost got 
tired of speaking with him at last. 
But one night when some young 
men were giving their experiences 
he got up. I wondered what he 
got up for, because the very. last 
time I spoke to him he séemed 
more hopeless than ever. He got 
up and he told how he had be- 
come a Christian. He said one 
day he was walking down broad- 
way; the street was crowded with 
people and carriages and horses, 
and while he was thinking, this 
thought came -to him, that if he 
only gave his consent the Lord 
would save him, and he gave it 
at once, and it was accepted. 
He was, too, one of the most hone- 
less cases in the city. But give 
your consent and let the Lord 
save you in His own way. Give 
your consent and He will meet 
you. Just say. “O Lord, I consent 
to be saved; will You save me?” 

There is a very good story told 
of Rowland Hill and Ladv Ann 
Erskine. You have seen it, per- 
haps, in print, but I would like 
to tell it you. While he was 
preaching in a park in London to a 
large assemblage, she was pass- 
ing in her earriage. She said to 
her footman when she saw Row- 
land Hill in the midst of the peo- 
ple: 

“Why, who is that man?” 


“That is Rowland Hill, 
lady.”

Ah, I thought so; I hear an- 
other bid. The Lord Jesus Christ, 
what will You give for this soul? 
‘Il will give peace, joy, comfort, 
that the world knows not of 
yea, I will give eternal life.’ Lady 
Ann Erskine, you have heard the 
two bidders for your soul, which 
will you accept?” 

And she ordered the door of hei 
carriage to be opened, and came 
weeping from it, and accepted the 
Lord Jesus Christ. 

He, the great and mighty Sav- 
iour, is a bidder for your soul to- 
night. He offers you riches and 
comfort, and joy, and peace here 
and eternal life hereafter, while 
Satan offers you what he cannot 
give. Poor lost soul, which will you 
have? He will ransom your sou] if 


vou but put your burden upon 
Him. Twenty-one years ago I 
made up my mind that Jesus 


would have my soul, and I have 
never regretted the step, and no 
man has ever felt sorry for coming 
to Him.

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Syria, designed against Judah, the 
children of Judah and their faith- 
less king were sore afraid. But 
God had a faithful prophet in Ju- 
dah, the mighty Isaiah; and to 
him the Lord said: 
“Go forth to meet Ahaz 

and say unto him, Take heed, and 


be quiet; fear not, neither be 
fainthearted It shall not 
stand. neither shall it come to 


pass” (i. e., this attempt on the 
part of Judah’s enemies; see I] 
Chron. 28:1-15; Isaiah 7:1—9:7). 

Ahaz did not deserve this good- 
ness from God; neither did those 
in Judah who had departed from 
the Lord. But -God does not deal 
with His people according to what 
they deserve! If He did, “who 
could stand” before His holy pres- 
ence? And the abundance of His 
grace was revealed in a special 
way to Judah’s wicked King Ahaz; 
for it was in connection with this 
prophecy of Isaiah to the children 
of Judah that the Holy Spirit 
uttered two of the most wonderful 
promises concerning Israel's pro- 
mised Messiah and the world's 
Saviour and King. To the “house 
of David’ 
to David's “house,” the prophet 
promised the virgin-born Imman- 
uel, saying. 

“Therefore the Lord himself 
shall give you a sign; Behold, a 
virgin shall conceive, and bear a 
son, and shall call his name Im- 
manuel” (Isa. 7:14; cf. Matt. 1:22, 
23). 

And to the people in Judah who 
would heed His warning and obey 
His command God spoke again, in 
this time of crisis during the reign 
of Ahaz, saying that the Divine 
child was “Israel's. only hope.” 
And this is what the inspired pro- 
phet said: 
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Our Lord 


not to Ahaz alone, but; 


“For unto us a child is born, 
unto us a son is given: and the 
government shall be upon his 
shoulder: and his name shall be 
called Wonderful, Counsellor, The 
mighty God, The everlasting Fath- 
er, The Prince of Peace. Of ‘the 
increase of his government and 
peace there shall be no end, upon 
the throne of David, and upon his 
kingdom, to order it, and to es- 
tablish it with judgment and with 
justice from henceforth even for 
ever. The zeal of the Lord of 
hosts will perform this” (Isa. 9:6, 


7). 


Today, after nearly twenty- 
seven hundred years, Isaiah’s mes- 
sage comes down from God to a 
world threatened by war. Even at 
Christmas time, when we remem- 
ber the birth into the world of 
“The Prince of Peace,” nations 
are threatening and arming with 
all the fierceness and cruelty 
known to man. All over the world 
there is pain; there is anguish; 
there is sin! Yet down the cen- 
turies still echoes the voice of the 
prophet of God, pointing fallen 
man to “Israel’s only hope,” even 
the Lord Jesus Christ, the Sav- 
iour of sinners. If only the nations 
would look back to the manger 
where the Divine Child was born; 
back to the cross of the eternal 
Son of God who was “given” to 
a lost world; and forward to His 
coming again to be recognized by 
all men everywhere as the One 
whose name shall be called “Won- 
derful, Counsellor, The mighty 
God, The everlasting Father, The 
Prince of Peace’! If only the na- 
tions would read and understand 
God’s Word, which foretells “wars 
and rumors of wars,” even until 
the King of kings and Lord of 
lords is back on earth to reign! 
But the nations will not heed the 
warning. Thank God! Millions of 
individuals in the nations today 
do look back to the Christ of the 
cross, and forward to the Christ 
of glory as the only solution to 
this world’s problems! It is to 
such as these, to all who will be 
born again, that the “Christmas 
Chimes” of Isaiah’s’_. glorious 
prophecy can give ligkt and hope 
and peace, even in a _ warlike 
world. For such as these—all who 
will love the Lord Jesus Christ— 
His own reassuring message offers 
comfort and blessing, “I will-come 
again”! 

Communists may think they can 
overthrow the nations of the world 
where Christ is named; they think 
they can stamp out Christianity; 
but no confederacy formed against 
God’s people can stand. Christ 
shall one day sit upon “the throne 
of His father David;” and “of His 
kingdom there shall be no end.” 
The message of Isaiah to Judah 
in the days of Ahaz comes down 
the centuries to all of God’s chil- 
dren, “Fear neither be 


not, 
fainthearted It shall not 
stand, neither shall it come to 
pass.” 


“Unto Us a Child Is Born, 
Unto Usa Son Is Given” 


The birth of the Child Imman- 
uel is here distinguished from the 
giving of the Son of God. The 
Child was, indeed, the Son of God; 
but the language used by the Holy 
Spirit is significant. As a Child, in 
human flesh, Immanuel, that is, 
“God with us,” was “born” in 
Bethlehem’s manger: but as the 
Son of God He had no birth, no 
beginning or end; as the Son He 
is eternal! As the Second Person 
of the Holy Trinity, our Lord 
wanted to die for sinners. But God 
cannot die; therefore, in order to 
‘taste death for every man,” the 
eternal Son of God was “made 
flesh, and dwelt among us” (John 
1:14). Because He was born of the 
Virgin Mary, without a human 
father, because God was His Fath- 
er, and He was born of the Holy 
Spirit; He was the sinless God- 
man. Because He was perfect 
Man, He could suffer and die for 
us; because He was eternal “God 
manifest in the flesh,” He was 
sinless, all-powerful, divine. Let 
us never fail to recognize the clear 
teaching of all the Scriptures, 
that, as the Child, He was “born” 
into the world on that first Christ- 
mas; but as the Son of God He 
was “given” to become the world’s 
Saviour and Israel’s Messiah.

In Matthew 1:18-25 we have 
again the clear testimony that the 
Saviour was born without a hu- 
man father, and that Mary was 
“with child of the Holy Ghost.” 
That Scripture says: 


“Now the birth of Jesus Christ 
was on this wise: when as his 
mother Mary was espoused to 
Joseph, before they came togeth- 
er, she was found with child of 
the Holy Ghost. Then Joseph her 
husband, being a just man, and 
not willing to make her a publick 
example, was minded to put her 
away privily. But while he thought 
on these things, behold, the an- 
gel of the Lord appeared unto him 
in a dream, saying, Joseph, thou 
son of David, fear not to take 
unto thee Mary thy wife: for that 
which is conceived in her is of the 
Holy Ghost. And she shall bring 
forth a son, and thou shalt call 
his name JESUS: for he shail save 
his people from their sins. Now all 
this was done, that it might be 
fulfilled which was spoken of the 
Lord by the prophet, saying, Be- 
hold, a virgin shall be with child, 
and shall bring forth a son, and 
they shall call his name Em- 
manuel, which being interpreted 
is, God with us. Then Joseph be- 
ing raised from sleep did as the 
angel of the Lord had bidden him, 
and took unto him his wife: And 
knew her not till she had brought 
forth her firstborn son: and he 
called his name JESUS.” 


Here the Holy Spirit has Mat- 
thew quote from Isaiah 7:14 the 
blessed prophecy that “Behold, a 
virgin shall be with child, and 
shall bring forth a son, and they 
shall call his name Emmanuel, 
which being interpreted is, God 
with us.” Note how faithful is this 
verse of Scripture in Matthew 1: 
23 a translation of the one in the 
Old Testament in Isaiah 7:14. The 
Old Testament verse was written 
in Hebrew, the New Testament 
verse was written in Greek, but 
both, translated into’ English, 
come out with exactly the same 
meaning and almost exactly the 
same words. 


The explanation of the angel of 
the Lord to Joseph about the child 
that Mary would bear is this, “Jo- 
seph, thou son of David, fear not 
to take unto thee Mary thy wife: 
for that which is conceived in her 
is of the Holy Ghost” (Matt. 1: 
20). 


And then the plain exact state- 
ment is given that Joseph “took 
unto him his wife: and knew her 
not till she had brought forth her 
firstborn son: and he called his 
name JESUS” (Matt. 1:24, 25). 
Thus Mary was a virgin when the 
child was conceived of the Holy 
Ghost, and a virgin still when 
the baby was born. 


Oh, blessed Mary, who doubted 
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You may lose a great deal 
for Christ, but you will never 
lose anything by Christ. You 
may lose for time, but you 
will gain for eternity; the loss 
is transient, but the gain is 
everlasting.—C. H. Spurgeom

not but believed what God said! 
And, oh, blessed Joseph, who “did 
as the angel of the Lord had bid- 
den him,” doubting not at all that 
God would do what He had long 
promised to do, and have a virgin 
conceive and bring forth a child! 


The Virgin Birth a Sign the 
Lord Himself Has Given 


In Isaiah 7:14, introducing the 
promise of the virgin birth are 
these words: “Therefore the Lord 
himself shall give you a sign: 
Behold, a virgin shall conceive,” 
etc. The virgin birth of Christ, 
then, is strictly given as a sign to 
“the house of David.” Mary was 
of the house of David; so.was Jo- 
seph. All the descendants of Da- 
vid knew, and surely they know 
now, that no other son of David 
has been able to restore the king- 
dom of David. None ever will, un- 
til the virgin-born Son returns to 
take up His reign on the throne 
of His father David. 


This virgin birth, then, is one 
of the signs of His deity. Some 
ignorant or unbelieving man may 
say that it matters not whether 
Jesus was born of a virgin. But 
he is dead wrong, foolishly, wick- 
edly wrong. If Christ was not born 
of a-virgin, then the Bible is not 
true. If Christ was not born of a 
virgin, then He is not the Son of 
God, the appointed Son of David. 
This is the sign, that a virgin 
should conceive and bring forth a 
Son. 


Emmanuel. God With Us 


The name that the virgin was 
to give to her Son is Emmanuel, 
which being interpreted means 
“God with us.” Here is the union 
of God with man. Here is one 
Being, utterly human, and yet ut- 
terly divine. He is a God-man, He 
is the Son of God, and He is like- 
wise the Son of man. Of Him 
it is written that, “A man shall 
be as an hiding place from the 
wind” (Isa. 32:2). Of Him Pilate 
said, “Behold the man” (John 
19:5). Of Him Paul and Barna- 
bas preached, “Be it known unto 
you therefore, men and brethren, 
that through this man is preached 
unto you the forgiveness of sins” 
(Acts 13:38). Of Him the Holy 
Spirit could say through Paul 
that “There is one God, and one 
mediator between God -and men, 
the MAN Christ Jesus” (I Tim. 
2:5). Christ was a man because 
He was born of a woman. 


But of the same wonderful Per- 
son it was prophesied that “his 
name should be called “. .. THE 
MIGHTY GOD” (Isa. 9:6). Of 
Him the Holy Spirit could say 
through John, “In the beginning 
was the Word, and the Word was 
with God, and THE WORD WAS 
GOD” (John 1:1). Of Himself ev- 
en, this Christ would say, “I and 
my Father are one” (John 10:30). 
The Holy Spirit through Paul ac- 
credited Him even “equal with 
God” (Phil. 2:6). 

Christ was the Mighty God, one 
with the Father, and had the form 
and glory of God and was equal 
with God. By Him God created the 
worlds (Heb. 1:2; Col. 1:16). But 
He condescended to become a 
man. So one of His many lovely 
names is Emmanuel, meaning God 
with us. 


Jesus is a man because Mary 
was a woman. Jesus is God be- 
cause Mary was a virgin woman. 


is illustrated again in the proph- 
ecy in Isaiah 9:6 which says, “For 
unto us a child is born, unto us 
a son is given.” Christ was, hu- 
manly speaking, a child born. He 
was, divinely speaking, a Son giv- 
en. As a human being, Christ be- 
gan to be when He was conceived 
and born from the womb of a 
virgin, but as God, the Son, He 
was with the Father before the 
world began. The Word was in 
the beginning with God, and the 
Word was God. 


So in this happy Christmas sea- 
son let us never forget that the 
Lord Jesus was a man. He was 
tempted in all points like as we 
are and yet without sin. We have 
not an high priest which cannot 
be touched with the feeling of our 
infirmities (Heb. 4:15). Christ 
knows ah the sorrows of the sor- 
rowing, the weariness of the

erty of the poor. Christ knows the 
love of a mother, the helplessness 
of a child, the oppression of a 
peasant, the slander of enemies, 
the desolation of the homeless, 
and the loneliness of the misun- 
derstood. His body knew the lash 
as a slave, and knew the cross as 
a criminal. His heart knew the 
ache of hatred and the pain of 
slander and the torment of being 
misunderstood and unbelieved and 
despised. Christ was a man. And 
yet the same Christ knows all the 
wisdom of God, all His holiness, 
all His righteousness, all His ten- 
derness, all His mercy! Christ is 
the Child born and the Son giv- 
en. He is Emmanuel, God with us! 
What good news to sinners! Hal- 
lelujah, what a Saviour! 

The virgin birth of Christ 
one of the fundamentals of our 
faith. On it hang all the great 
doctrines about the person and 
work of Christ. Let no one ever 
say, “It doesn’t matter what a 
man believes just so he is sin- 
cere.”’ Without believing this sim- 
ple fact that Christ is the miracle- 
born Son of a virgin and Son of 
God, the man without a human 
father, the God-man, Emmanuel, 
that is to say, God with us, one 
cannot be a Christian, one cannot 
trust Him for salvation. Let ev- 
ery preacher, every teacher, ev- 
ery Christian worker be held to 
this great fact of the Bible. At 
Christmas we celebrate the birth 
of Emmanuel, conceived and born

rid of Christ; yet today all over 
the world there are those who are 
remembering the Saviour’s. birth. 
Tt is true that Christmas has been 
commercialized; it is true that 
many will sing the Christmas 
carols who do not know the Lord. 
Yet the carols are sung! All the 
civilized world is constantly re- 
minded of the Christian’s Christ- 
mas. Surely that fact alone is a 
silent testimony to the deity of 
our Lord! And then there are the 
multitudes of God’s redeemed 
children who observe this sacred 
season because they love the Child 
of Bethlehem, who is the only 
Saviour and the coming King of 
kings! 

There is another silent testi- 
mony to God’s value upon the 
birth of Christ in Judea nearly 
two thousand years ago: All secu- 
lar history dates from His_birth. 
Even the infidel has to bear testi- 
mony to His birth every time he 
writes a check, every time he 
dates a letter. The historian, 
whether he be Christian or not, 
must write of the Caesars who 
lived “before Christ,” and of Na- 
poleon and Shakespeare and all the 
world’s great.men who lived “in 
the year of our Lord’” at such and 
such a time. Every teacher of 
history must tell his pupils that 
the birth of Christ stands in the 
center of the ages, whether he 
wants to honor the Christ of the 
cross or not. It is an irrefutable 


- fact, which God Himself so. or- 


dered, to let all men everywhere 
know that honor is due His eter- 
nal Son.

Matthew and Luke, guided by 
the Holy Spirit, have written the 
beautiful story of the birth> of 
the Christ Child, born of the Vir- 
gin Mary. Poets have sung of the 
wise men and the star, of the 
shepherds and the angels, of the 
manger and the faithful care giv- 
en by Joseph to the Infant Jesus. 
Luke has told us also of how 
Joseph and Mary fulfilled the Law 
of Moses, and took the Child to 
the temple when He was eight 
days old, to fulfill every single 
command given to godly Jews.

“And the Government Shall 
Be Upon His Shoulder” 


Beautiful as the Christmas 
Story is, it would hold no abiding 
meaning for a world in sin if the 
Christ Child had not lived a sin- 
less life on earth, if He had not 
gone to the cross to pay the pen- 
alty “of sin for a bankrupt hu- 
manity, if He had not risen from 
the dead and ascended into Heav- 


)signily 


en, there to intercede for His 
own, if He had not promised to 
return in glory to usher in ever- 
lasting peace and righteousness. 
It is the prophet’s reassuring pro- 
mise that “the government shall 
be upon his shoulder” which gives 
hope to a world in darkness and 
despair at this Christmas season. 
Moreover, this promise of that 
prophet is but one of hundreds 
of like prophecies by God’s other 
prophets. It is but the foretelling 
of similar promises by our Lord 
Himself when He was on earth, 
and by His inspired apostles after 
He went back to Heaven. 

“The government shall be upon 
his shoulder .... Of the increase 
of his government and peace there 
shall be no end, upon the throne 
of David, and upon his kingdom, 
to order it, and to establish it 
with judgment and with justice 
from henceforth even for ever. 
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DR. BOB JONES SAYS: “No 
MAN EVER LOST A FRIEND WORTH 
HAVING BY DEFENDING A PRINCI- 
PLE.” 


The zeal of the Lord of hosts will 
perform this.” 

When Jesus comes, when “the 
government shall be upon his 
shoulder,” then there will be jus- 
tice for all; the poor will not be 
oppressed; minorities will not be 
persecuted; poor suffering Israel 
will not be hunted and treated 
with contempt and cruelty; the 
wicked’ shall be “cut off,” im- 
mediately compelled to obey the 
righteous laws of the King! To- 
day “the dark places of the earth 
are full of the habitations of cruel- 
ty” (Ps. -74:20). In that coming 
day God’s righteousness shall cov- 
er the earth “as the waters cover 
the sea” (Isa. 11:9). As we think 
of our Lord’s rule over this trou- 
bled world, we can but pray, in 
the words He taught His disciples: 

“Thy kingdom come. Thy will 
be done in earth, as it is in hea- 
ven... . For thine is the king- 
dom, and the power and the glory, 
for ever. Amen.” 


“His Name” 


The names given in Scriptures 
to our Lord are highly signifi- 
cant. There are many of them, 
because one or a dozen or very 
many names could never tell the 
wonders of His person and work. 
Someone has said that there are 
more than five hundred proper 
names and descriptive terms used 
in Scripture to portray the Holy 
Trinity. And names in Bible times 
had much significance. 

Today the names of men have 
ceased to distinguish them, or to 
their characteristics or 
mission in life. I heard of 
a man who named his child 
“Dora” simply because a _ rich 
kinsman had promised to give the 
child a rich gift if she were called 
by that name. Had the father in- 
quired, he would have learned 
that “Dora” is an abbreviated 
form of ‘“Theodora,”’ which means 
“the gift of God.” Again, “Henry” 
is a name common enough; it 
means “Home ruler, ever rich,” 
one who manages his home affairs 
wisely and well. Yet all of us have 
known many Henrys who have not 
exemplified the meaning of the 
name. “James” means “superior”; 
yet how many bearing that name 
have not lived up to its meaning? 
History is filled with the stories 
of very inferior men named 
“James.” 

In Bible times, however, it was 
not so. Among the Hebrews, 
names had very definite signifi- 
eance. Abraham, the father of the 
Hebrew nation, left the idolatry 
of Chaldea, and erected altars to 
the true and living Ged. And it 


their 


was the Lord ‘Himself who 
ehanged the patriarch’s name 
“Abram,” which means “high 
father,” to. “Abraham,” which 


means “the father of many na- 
tions.” Abraham did become the 
father of the Israelites, of the 
Ishmaelites, of the Midianites, and 
of other nations of history. And, 
in a wider, spiritual sense, he 
became “the father of us all’ who 
believe in the Lord Jesus as the 
only Saviour of sinners. 
Pharaoh’s daughter gave Moses 
his name because she “drew him 


out” of the water. Jacob’s name, 
signifying “supplanter,’” one who 
takes the place of another, was 
changed by the Lord to “Israel,” 
meaning “a prince with God.” 
When he saw the ladder which 
reached to Heaven, Jacob called 
the place where he saw the Lord 
“Beth-el,” even “the house of 
God.”” When he wrestled with the 
angel, he called that place ‘“Pen- 
iel,” meaning “the face of God.” 
All twelve of Jacob’s sons were 
given names suggestive of certain 
conditions existing at their birth. 
“Samuel” means “asked of God.” 
“David” signifies .“beloved.” We 
might go on endlessly, illustrating 
from the Hebrew names the sig- 
nificance attached to them. But 
these few suffice to illustrate the 
importance the Hebrews gave to 
their proper names. Therefore, 
they were deeply impressed by 
the many beautiful names which 
God gave to them concerning 
Himself. 


For example, when He spoke to 
Moses from the burning bush, He 
called His name “I AM THAT I 
AM,” indicating both self-exist- 
ence and eternity. When the Lord 
Jesus was on earth, He applied 
this name of deity to Himself 
many times, saying: “I am the 
light of the world’: “I am the 
bread of life’; “I am the good 
shepherd”; “I am the door”; “I 
am the resurrection and the life’; 
“IT am the way, the truth, and 
the life’; “I am the vine.” And 
when He said to the unbelieving 
Jews, “Before Abraham was, I 
am,” they sought to stone Him 
for claiming to be God. (See 
John 8:58.) 


His name, “Jesus,’ 
iour.”” “Messiah” is the Hebrew 
for the Greek word “Christ.” 
“The Lamb of God” speaks to us 
of His sacrificial work on the 
cross. “Lord” is a name for deity; 
“Jehovah” is the Old Testament 
word often used for “Lord”: and 
“Jehovah” means “The _ self- 
existent One who reveals Himself.” 
“Son of God” emphasizes His dei- 
ty: “Son of man,” His humanity. 
As the eternal “Word” who was 
made flesh, and dwelt among us,” 
He told forth the very thoughts 
of God toward us—never-dying 
love. “The Holy One of God” tells 
us that He was without sin. “Re- 
deemer”’ speaks to us of how He 
bought us from the penalty of 
everlasting condemnation. Then 
He is called “The King of glory”: 
“Shiloh,” which means “Peace- 


* means “Sav- 


maker”: “The Good Shepherd,” 
“The Great Shepherd,” 
Shepherd,’’—these three names 
signify His atoning work on the 
cross, His intercessory work at 
“the throne of grace,” and His 
kingly glory. He is called “the 
rose of Sharon,” “the lily of the 
valley,” “the chiefest among ten 
thousand,” the One “altogether 
lovely”—all reminding us of His 
beauty and perfection. “The Naza- 
rene,”’ the Carpenter,” the “Serv- 
ant of Jehovah’’—these tell us of 
His humble lowly obedience to His 
Father’s will. 


Whole volumes have been writ- 
ten on the many beautiful names 
given to the Triune God; but these 
will suffice to illustrate the im- 
portance which the Scriptures at- 
tach to the names of-our Lord. 
They will serve to prove to us 
that the Prophet Isaiah and the 
people to whom he wrote realized 
something of the far-reaching im- 
plication associated with the 
names given to the promised Mes- 
siah in the message we are con- 
sidering today—the message 
which we have chosen to call “The 
Names of Our Lord.” Verily they 
did ring out “good 
great joy” to a people who sat in 
darkness; for 
coming of “a great light,”’ even the 
One whose name -shall yet be 
called, by all men everywhere, 
“Wonderful, Counsellor, The 
mighty God, The everlasting Fath- 
er, The Prince of Peace.” Like the 
ringing of a bell, they send their 
chimes down the ages, promising 
a kingdom “wherein dwelieth 
righteousness,” promising a golden 
age yet to be ushered in by Him 
whose promise never fails! As 
these chimes of Christmas echo 
down the centuries, let us listen to 
their clear, unmistakable message 
of righteousness and peace and 
“good will” yet to cover the earth. 


“His Name Shall Be Called 


Wonderful” 
Our Lord Jesus has always 
been “Wonderful.” Before’ the

tidings of 


heavens and the earth were creat- 
ed, He was wonderful in His Be- 
ing—in His glory and beauty. In 
Old Testament times He was 
wonderful in His patience and love 
with His sinning creatures. How 
faithfully He led them and taught 
them and chastened them 
throughout all the centuries! 


He was wonderful in His birth; 
for He was born as no other hu- 
man being was ever born. God was 
His Father; He was “conceived 
by the Holy Ghost.” He was the 
“only begotten Son of God.” A 
beautiful star led wise men to His 
crib; angels filled the sky on the 
night when He was born. Humble 
shepherds and’ learned scholars 
worshiped Him in His lowly man- 
ger. He was wonderful in His 
birth! 

Our Lord Jesus Christ was won- 


derful in His life. He lived a holy, 
sinless life on earth. His Heavenly 
Father spoke more than once from 


Heaven, saying, “This is my be-| 
loved Son, in whom I am well 
pleased” (Matt. 3:17; 17:5). Je- 


sus Himself could say, “I do al- 
ways those things that please 
him” (John 8:29). And His apos- 
tles €ver spoke with authority in 
such terms as this: 


He “was in all points tempted 
like as we are sin apart.” 

He is “holy, harmless, unde- 
filed, separate from sinners, and 
made higher than the heavens” 
(Heb. 7:26). 


Our Lord Jesus Christ was won- 
derful in His life! 

He was wonderful in His works. 
Only because He was God could 


He perform His mighty deeds. 
Moreover, because He always was, 
is now, and ever shall be the 


God of love, He had compassion 
on the multitudes. He healed the 
sick, opened the eyes of the blind, 
raised the dead, cast out demons, 


comforted the broken-hearted. 
forgave sins. Only God can do 
those things! As the Creator, He 


manifested His power over nature, 
turning the water into wine, still- 
ing the tempest, walking upon the 
sea, multiplying the loaves and 
fishes.

“And his name shall be called 
Wonderful” when He comes in 
glory to reign. The whole world 
will be filled with His glory. From 
all eternity He has been wonderful 
in the eyes of the Father and the 
Spirit, in the eyes of angels, and in 
the eyes of His saints—separated 
ones. But when He rules over the 
earth, all men will call Him 
“Wonderful.” And His glory shall 
cover the earth “as the waters 
cover the sea.” All that mankind 
has ever desired that is worthy 
and true, all that is good and 
righteous and just, all that godly 
mem have dreamed about and 
more—these will all be realized 
when Jesus comes again. Longevi- 
ty will be restored to men. Even 
the animal kingdom will live at 
peace; for birds and beasts and 
cattle will be subject unto Him. 
The wolf shall dwell with the 
lamb; the leopard shall lie down 
with the kid; the calf and the 
young lion shall feed together; 
and a little child shall lead them. 
There will be no more thorns; 
“the desert shall blossom as the 
rose.”” Every man shall sit under 
his own vine and fig tree; the poor 
and needy shall be enriched; and 
the lame man shall leap as the 
hart. Our Lord will be wonderful 
in His reign of glory upon earth! 


“His Name Shall Be Called 
. . . Counsellor” 

We may not even attempt to 
say that, in ages past, the world 
of men has accepted Christ as 
Counsellor. Today the unbelieving 
world still rejects His counsel. In- 
stead, “The kings of the earth 
set themselves, and the rulers 
take counsel together, against the 
Lord, and against~- his anointed 

.”’ (Ps. 2:2; Acts 4:26-28). The 
godless world crucified the ‘only 
wise God our Saviour” (Jude 25). 
Even those of us who love Him 
and truly want His counsel all too 
often fail to go to Him for wisdom 
and guidance! We are self-willed, 
impatient, forgetful of our utter 
dependence upon Him who “doeth 
all things well.” But in the ages 
to come it will not be so. All men 
shall call Him “Counsellor.” In 


His inherent worthiness, He has 
aways bé@en the only safe and 
true Counsellor; but never yet has 
the sinful world accepted Him 
as such. ‘Six thousand years of 
human history are but the record 
of failure and sin on the part of 
frail humanity; and the nations 
are rushing headlong to eternal 
doom—all the nations that forget 
God. But when Christ sits upon the 
throne of David, then all men ev- 
erywhere will ask, “Who. hath 
been his counsellor?” He shall 
judge in righteousness and equity; 
and “. . . the spirit of the Lord 
shall rest upon him, the spirit of 
wisdom and understanding, the 
spirit of counsel and might, the 
spirit of knowledge and of the fear 
of the Lord” (Tsa. 11:2). 

The Lord will be the righteous 
Judge, as well as King of kings. 
He will satisfy the afflicted soul; 
He will guide His people continu- 
ally; and be to them as “a watered 
garden.” “Sorrow and _=6$ sighing 
shall flee away.” And there “shall 
be no more curse.”

The Lord Jesus Christ was the 
Almighty God throughout the past 
eternity. He was “God with us” 
in His incarnation. As the God- 
man, He moved among men, per- 
forming mighty miracles.

| His death, it looked to the world 


as if His claims to deity had 
proved false; the world thought 
He was a failure. But His resur- 
rection, foretold in the Old Testa- 
ment and by the Man of Galilee 
Himself, proved for all time and 
for all eternity that Jesus of 
Nazareth was the Almighty One, 
the One into whose hands had 
been committed “all power in 
heaven and in earth.” For forty 
days He showed Himself alive to 
those who loved Him; then in His 
ascension He added further proof 
that all His claims to deity were 
forever established.

It was when 
Abram was ninety years old and 
nine that El Shaddai appeared un- 
to him to say, “I am the Almighty 
God |‘El Shaddai’|; walk before 
me, and be thou perfect” (Gen. 
17:1). At this meeting of the Lord 
with Abram the latter’s name was 
changed to Abraham; the token of

Since He has “all 
power in heaven and in earth,”

are the “everlasting arms” of the 
Almighty God, El Shaddai, the 
God who is enough! 


“And His Name Shall Be 
Called ... the Everlasting 
Father” 


The name, “The everlasting 
Father,” foretold the coming of 
the one who was always one with 
the Father, even our Lord and 


Saviour Jesus Christ. When He 
was upon earth, He told men that 
He did the works of the Father, 
that He was worthy of equal hon- 
or with the Father, that He was 
in the Father and the Father in 
Him, The fifth chapter of John 
makes these claims yery clear and 
unmistakable. Our Lord came to 
fulfill the Father’s will, to speak 
the words of the Father’s love for 
lost mankind, to “declare” or 
“manifest” the Father. To Philip’s 
request that He show to the disci- 
ples the Father, Christ said: 

“Have I been so long time with 
you, and yet hast thou not known 
me, Philip? he that hath seen me 
hath seen the Father; and how 
sayest thou then, Shew us the 
Father?” (John 14:9). 


“No man hath seen God at any 


time; the only begotten Son, 
which is in the bosom of thé 
Father, he hath declared him” 
(i. e., ‘ed him forth into full 
revelation’; see John 1:18). 

“The everlasting Father” is a 
comforting name! Everything 
about us is fleeting, changing, 
temporary. The world is ever 


seeking, yet never finding that 
which will abide, apart from the 
message brought down to earth by 
the Son of God, whose “name 
shall be called The everlasting 
Father.” It is no wonder that Na- 
poleon, while reviewing his army 
before the pyramids of Egypt, 
said, “There is nothing lacking 
here’: then, catching his breath, 
he added, “. . . except perman- 


:|ence.” It is startling to us to see 


how the things of earth come to 
naught. Where are the Pharaohs 
today? Where are the men who 
built one of the most wonderful 
kingdoms the world ever saw? 
They are withered old mummies 
in a glass case in the British 
Museum. Where are the Caesars 
today? They are a handful of 
dust that helps to make up old 
Rome. Where is Nebuchadnezzar . 
today? The exact site of his pal- 
ace of splendor cannot even be 
identified. When, some years ago, 
I stood in the British Museum and 
saw helmets of brass, breastplates

hearts those breastplates had once 
protected. 

Today we carry in our pockets 
coins bearing the image of a past 
president of the United States of 
America. Where is he now? Even 
the metal of the coin is wearing 
away. 

Today you and I sit in the pews 
of our churches; we who are min- 
isters stand behind our pulpits. 
Tomorrow, if the Lord tarries, we 
shall be gone. And yet, in the 
midst of all this change, you and 
I long for life. We want to live, 
and rightly so.

When Christ was born in Beth- 
lehem, the angels appeared unto

It was Christ Himself who said 
to His own, “Peace I leave with 
you, my peace I give unto you: 
not as the world giveth, give I 
unto you. Let not your heart be 
troubled, neither let it be afraid” 
(John 14:27). 

The peace that Christ gives to 
the redeemed includes “peace with 
God,” “the peace of God,” and 
“peace on earth.”

Through 
the Apostle Paul He bids us every 


one who has been redeemed to 
heed His admonition: 
3e careful | ‘anxious’! for noth- 


ing: but in every thing by prayer 
and supplication with thanksgiv- 
ing let your requests be made 
known unto God. And the peace of 
God, which passeth all under- 
standing, shall keep your hearts 
and minds through Christ Jesus” 
(Phil. 4:6, 

And in that coming day, which 
seems to us to be even at our 
doors, the Lord Jesus, “The Prince 
of Peace,” will come in glory to 
establish “peace on earth” which 
will be literal, world-wide, and 
abiding. Today men are gathering 
every piece of scrap metal, that 
it may be converted into imple- 
ments of war. Swords that have

When Sankey Sang the 
Shepherd Sone on 
Christmas Eve 


The beautiful story of a song 
that gave glory to God on a 
Christmas Eve many years ago 
has been printed in a little tract, 
entitled, “When Sankey Sang the 
Shepherd Song on Christmas 
Eve.” We quote it here in full, 
because it gives honor and glory 
to the Christ of Bethlehem and 
the Christ of the cross. 


“It happened that on Christmas 
Eve of the year 1875, Ira D. 
Sankey, to whom God had given 
wonderful power to sing the Gos- 
pel as he worked with Dwight L.
